SUBJECT: VENEZUELAN INITIATIVE ON CUBA IN OAS 

1. DURING REGULAR WEEKLY PRESS CONFERENCE SEPTEMBER 6, 1973 
PRESIDENT CALDERA SAID THAT WITH REGARD TO CUBA VENEZUELA 
HOLDS THAT INTER- AMERICAN LEGAL SYSTEM SHOULD NOT MAINTAIN 
AN INOPERATIVE PROVISION. ASKED ABOUT REPORTS VENEZUELA 
WILL ANNOUNCE RESSTABLISHMENT OF RELATIONS WITH CUBA NEXT
